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PREFATORY  XOTE 

This  list  has  been  prepared  in  response  lo  requests  received  from 
time  to  time.  It  has  hitherto  been  distributed  in  typewritten  form, 
but  to  meet  demands  it  is  now  reduced  to  print.  It  is  in  no  sense 
exhaustive,  even  of  the  resources  of  the  Library,  but  is  intended  to 
serve  as  a  ready-to-hand  guide  to  accessible  material. 

Current  statistical  piihlications,  etc. — The  "  Statistical  abstract  of 
the  United  Kingdom  "  gives  tabulated  statistics  of  the  imports  and 
exports  of  iron  and  steel,  giving  quantities  and  declared  values,  also 
the  quantities  and  value  of  i)ig  iron  purchased  in  the  United  King- 
dom. The  "Accounts  relating  to  trade  and  navigation  of  the  United 
Kingdom,''  published  annually,  give  the  quantities  and  value  of 
specific  manufactures  of  iron  and  steel,  with  statement  of  the  exports 
to  the  different  countries.  The  "Accounts  relating  to  the  trade  and 
commerce  of  certain  foreign  countries  and  British  possessions '"  show 
quantities  and  value  of  iron  and  steel  exports  and  imj)orts  of  the 
principal  countries  of  the  world.  These  are  all  publications  of  the 
British  Ijoard  of  trade,  and  are  issued  as  Parliamentary  documents.
